After the reading of the minutes 
of the previous meeting the city 
cleric drew from the Otes a communi­ 
cation from the police committee eum- 
poeed of Aldermen Fogektrom,Doran 
and Koop, which was a report on the 
request made by J. K. McGinnis at 
the last meeting that he he allowed 
to repair the building formerly uccu 
pied by William Costello on Seventh 
street. 
The 
committee 
made a 
- strenuous and emphatic statement 
ira. thi• cora,racetion and «commetided 
that no repairs be allowed cm the 
premise». 
The «port was, ora mo­ 
tion» placed on file. 
The matter of paviag streets had 
its airing toa degree the. there should 
be no doubt as to the sentiments of 
the council on this question. 
The 
discussion was quite interesting but 
for Alderman Fogelstrom’» “ cut-in’ 
when, he “ entertained'* the council 
and several visitors with a tirade 
that lasted fully twenty minutes. He 
tried to tell Alderman Rowley the 
difference between a cement curb 
and a granite curb, and just to show 
that he was up in this line be made 
the comparison that a cement curb 
occupied a relative positiora with an 
artificial arm or leg. 
He wanted to 
let nature run its course and curve 
gran i te a rou rad the co roer».

President Crust grew weary and he 
called the gentleman down.

Houston, Tex., May 20.—The latest 
I reports from Goliad state that 98 per­ 
sons were killed and 103 Injured by the 
tornado which passed over that city 
I Sunday afternoon. 
The property lo:-.s 
in the city and surrounding country 
! will probably reach 
$200,000. 
The 
storm swept tho city from end to end 
j and demolished ISO stores and resi­ 
dences, many of which cannot be re­ 
placed. 
There is only one telegraph win* 
working Into Goliad and owing to the 
crush of official business it is impossi­ 
ble to obtain a list of the dead and In­ 
jured. 
The tornado, which was preceded 
by a terrific downpour of hail, lasted 
only a few minutes. 
The hail storm 
drove toe people Into their houses, 
where they were caught like rats in 
a trap when the death dealing wind 
cam e upon them with terrific force, 
levelling everything in its path. 
T he 
tornado swept an area 2nd yards wide 
for a distance of a mile and a half. 
Houses collapsed as if built of card­ 
board, covering the dead and injured 
with 
the debris which 
necessarily 
m akes the work of rescue slow. 
Peo­ 
ple flocked to th e town from all of the 
surrounding country. 
Many of them 
had relatives In the city. 
The work 
of resc ue has been carried on all day 
and tho funerals of several of the vic­ 
tims took place during the afternoon. 
The supply of coffins has been replen­ 
ished from other towns and a large 
forc e of laborers are still at work d ig­ 
gin g graves for m any of the unfortu­ 
nate victim s. 
T h e citizen s have per­ 
fected an organization and ev e ry th in g 
is condue tt*d In an orderly manner, the 
work of lu rin g for the dead and in­ 
jured now being on a sy stem a tic ba­ 
sis.
